Despite just one of its projects getting 
the go-ahead, council leader insists 
development partnership will work

COUNCIL leader Bob Atwood has ruled 
out an end to the controversial Tun¬ 
bridge Wells Regeneration Company. 

The member for Rusthall denied that 
relations between the borough council 
and its partner in the joint venture, de¬ 
veloper John Laing, were strained, after 
plans to turn Great Hall Car Park into 
offices were scrapped. 

With proposals to redevelop the civic 
complex on hold, and those for the car 
park axed - at a rumoured six-figure 
cost to taxpayers - the former council 
offices in Cranbrook is the only site, out 
of 38 earmarked for development, mov¬ 
ing forward. 

But Cllr Atwood was not ready to pull 
the plug on the delivery vehicle, which 
was launched in 2008, despite mount¬ 


ing criticism over its cost and the fact it 
is yet to regenerate anything. 

“We are certainly not looking to 
end our partnership with John Laing. 
Clearly it has not been fully tested and 
it won’t be until one or more of the vari¬ 
ous projects gets under way. 

“We have no intention at all of 
splitting from the company, but we 
will always be looking to make sure 
it performs. If it does not then we will 
think again.” 

He said the cabinet’s decision last 
week to suspend work indefinitely on 
Great Hall was a “matter of normal 
contractual negotiations” and had not 
caused a rift between the regeneration 
company and council administration. 

The decision is likely to come as a wel¬ 
come relief to the 1,500 residents and

Parking spaces too important to lose, says leader

businesses who signed a peti¬ 
tion to save the car park. 

“It was our view that it 
would be too risky to lose the 
car parking spaces,” said Cllr 
Atwood. “That was the prime 
consideration whatever the fi¬ 
nancial penalties.” 

He said the recently complet¬ 
ed urban parking strategy had 
not found there was a shortage 
of spaces in the town. But coun¬ 
cillors decided spaces at Great 
Hall would be in demand in the 
future when the Morrisons site 
is redeveloped. He said despite 
the recession, more people are

using cars and relying less on 
public transport, which was 
also a consideration. 


Criticism of the regeneration 
company has often focused on 
the cost to the council. It has 
emerged that if plans to rede¬ 
velop the civic complex do not 
move forward, the council is li¬ 
able for a £50,000 indemnity. 

Suspending work on Great 
Hall will also have a financial 
impact on the council, which 
would include the repayment 
of any costs incurred by the 
company and any interest that 
had been accumulated. 

The actual figure was dis¬ 
cussed by councillors behind 
closed doors, due to commer¬ 
cial sensitivity, but the amount 
is said to be some £100,000. 


“There are ways in which 
any liability we’ve incurred 
could be discharged by setting 
it off against a future construc¬ 
tion of another car park,” Cllr 
Atwood said. 

“We cannot really go into 
detail as it is a matter of nego¬ 
tiation with John Laing. But 
in the context of any figure 
up to £100,000, you have to 
be aware that if the Great Hall 
was pulled down and rebuilt 
as an office block in the short 
term, while it was not earning 
any revenue at all, we would 
be losing well over £100,000 a 
year in income. 

“The provision of adequate 


parking is paramount.” 

He added: “It has been a diffi¬ 
cult few months for my admin¬ 
istration. Great Hall is a good 
instance where we’ve listened 
to the public and their desire 
for adequate parking, and that 
is what we’ve delivered.” 

Meanwhile, the long-await¬ 
ed shareholders’ agreement 
for the regeneration company 
is set to go public on the coun¬ 
cil’s website tomorrow, Friday, 
August 12. Despite calls for the 
document to be published in 
full, it will be an edited version 
with an explanation about 
why the redacted passages 
have been excluded.

‘Give us cash to ensure new 
health watchdog has teeth'

CAMPAIGNERS in Kent have called for 
more money from the Government to 
support the new NHS watchdogs. 

The county has been chosen as one of 
the first to develop a Local HealthWatch 
organisation designed to champion the 
views of patients. 

It will be developed from the work 
already carried out by the Kent Local 
Involvement Network (LINk), but will 
have extra powers and responsibilities. 

But the plans have already faced criti¬ 
cism nationally because they are given 
no extra funding and the money which 
does exist is not being ring-fenced. 

The chairman of the national asso¬ 
ciation of LINks said it was a “recipe for 
disaster” for the system to be launched 
without resources. 

John Ashelford, a west Kent governor 
for the Kent LINk, shared the concerns. 


“The chair [Malcolm Alexander] has 
rightly flagged up that we cannot do it 
all for nothing, we need funds,” he said. 

“We will be supporting the request for 
the Health Secretary Andrew Lansley to 
consider giving us extra funds.” 

HealthWatch schemes are the lat¬ 
est attempt to involve the public in the 
NHS. Mr Lansley has said they will “give 
patients and carers a real say over how 
their local health service is run”. 

Kent is among the first batch of 
75 ‘pathfinders’ before HealthWatch 
schemes replace all LINks in October. 

Mr Ashelford, who lives in Tonbridge 
and is a former chief executive of Hos¬ 
pice in the Weald, was enthusiastic 
about the county’s LINk being chosen. 

“We think it is a good opportunity in 
the sense that it demostrates that we are 
one of the better LINks,” he said. 

He said Kent LINk had been lucky 
because while its funding from Kent 
County Council has not increased, it 


has not been dramatically cut. Nation¬ 
ally, local authorities have cut the net¬ 
works’ budgets by an average of 24 per 
cent, some by as much as 50 per cent. 

But HealthWatch organisations will 
be asked to do more without extra cash. 

Mr Ashelford said: “The concern is 
that we are largely a group of volun¬ 
teers. The Government is planning for 
us to take on more areas of responsibil¬ 
ity including advocacy, looking at com¬ 
plaints, and signposting of services. 

“If we are going to be asked to do 
more, and I’m not suggesting that we 
do not want to take this on, we need to 
have resources to carry out the work. 

“It will still be very economical for 
the Government to have this done by 
HealthWatches.” 

He also backed calls for the funding to 
be ring-fenced: “The money needs to be 
marked up for HealthWatch, so it does 
not raise the risk of the local authority 
adding it to their own requirements.” 


It is early days, but the HealthWatch 
bodies are set to monitor the NHS as fi¬ 
nances are under strain, which is sure 
to be a lot of work. 

Mr Ashelford believed members 
should have a presence on the clinical 
commissioning groups and health and 
wellbeing boards that are part of the 
NHS reforms. 

He added: “It is how we will have 
joined-up working, otherwise we are 
just an isolated group and not using all 
our experience. 

“Therefore if we can have a represent¬ 
ative of our HealthWatch on all these 
various boards the people will have a 
voice, which is what the Government 
have said they want.” 

John Fletcher, who chairs the Kent 
LINk, added: “The work of HealthWatch 
in Kent will make a crucial difference to 
the way health and social care services 
are delivered and that is what the coun¬ 
ty’s people want and need.”

Man found guilty of 
stabbing 18 -year-old 

A MAN has been found guilty of stabbing an 18- 
year-old in Tunbridge Wells. 

Max Sparks, 24, of Durgates in Wadhurst, 
remains in custody after the hearing at Maid¬ 
stone Crown Court and will be sentenced on 
September 1. 

The jury found him guilty of wounding with 
intent, failing to surrender to police and failing to 
answer bail. 

In July 2009, the 18-year-old victim, who was 
stabbed five times in the face and body, with one 
wound in his back measuring 7cm long and up to 
2cm deep, had been out in Tunbridge Wells for 
the evening with three friends, the court heard. 

Outside the former ABC cinema on Mount 
Pleasant Road, they were confronted by two 
men who made abusive comments and a fight 
took place.

Firefighters called as 
petrol poured on blaze 

A MAN suffered serious burns to his leg, arms 
and face after a bonfire exploded in Cranbrook. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service was called 
to a garden in Chalk Lane just before 9pm on 
Wednesday. The man had poured petrol from a 
watering can onto the fire in an attempt to burn 
garden waste. 

He was treated by paramedics before being 
taken by ambulance to the Kent and Sussex 
Hospital in Tunbridge Wells and has since been 
transferred to East Grinstead, which has a spe¬ 
cialist burns unit.

A PARALYMPIC table tennis player from Kent 
has told how he is gearing up for the London 
Games with a gruelling training schedule. 

Will Bayley, 22, was born with a rare disorder 
called arthrogryposis that causes joint contrac¬ 
tures and muscle weakness, which has affected 
his legs and arms. 

Currently ranked second in the world, he is 
one of the favourites for gold at next year’s Paral¬ 
ympics and has been training from 9am to noon, 
and 3-6pm daily. 

Mr Bayley, who is from Tunbridge Wells, said: 
“I’ve got a really good chance of getting a medal, 
but anything can happen. Everyone is training re¬ 
ally hard. I cannot wait for the London Games. 

“Hopefully I’ll get lots of people there from my 
area, cheering me on, if everyone is there it’ll 
spur me on to get that extra point in the match 
every time they clap.” 

For Paralylmpians like Mr Bayley it can be a 
constant battle to get sponsorship and he is hop¬ 
ing to secure more funding so that he can go to 
extra tournament abroad. 

“I’ve been training really hard and I’m think¬ 
ing about going to China,” he said. “I’m training 
full-time in Sheffield at the moment, which is the 
national centre for table tennis. 

“China is a really good place to train. Everyone 
plays table tennis there.” 

Table tennis, or ping pong, has also seen a re¬ 
cent surge in popularity sparked by trend-setters 
in London, New York and Berlin. Tables have 
been popping up in trendy bars and clubs every¬ 
where. Hollywood star Susan Sarandon set up a 
ping pong members-only club in New York, and 
in Berlin the sport has even inspired its own fash¬ 
ion range and designer stores. 

Mr Bayley, who has been promoting the Para¬ 
lympics on Channel 4 appearing on Olympic 
Dreams and the T4 website, said: “I think it’s 
getting popular in England. It’s actually the sec¬ 
ond biggest sport in the world, which you don’t 
really think about in England. But in Asia it is 
such a big thing. 

“I like it because it’s fast and it’s fun. There are 


lots of different tactics. I like all racket sports, but 
I was best at table tennis.” 

He started playing aged 12 after being diag¬ 
nosed with cancer as an eight-year-old. After 
years of chemotherapy, his grandmother bought 
him a table tennis table to keep him active dur¬ 
ing his recovery and it has now turned into a 
full-time vocation. 

Mr Bayley said his disability mainly affects his 
legs where he has limited movement, he said: “It 
makes me a bit slower but I make up for it with 
gym work.” 

He represented Great Britain in the 2008 Bei¬ 
jing Paralympics, which has described as “unbe¬ 
lievable”, saying: “To play table tennis in a sta¬ 
dium with 10,000 people was such a cool thing 
to do.” 

Mr Bayley was then ranked in the top 23 and 
has since won numerous gold medals at inter¬ 
national opens. Now his sights are firmly set on 
London 2012.

Speed pilot does not go far 
enough, say campaigners

ROAD safety campaigners have welcomed a new 
scheme to trial 20mph zones around primary 
schools, but say it does not go far enough. 

In what is being seen as a victory for people 
power, Kent County Council has agreed to a pi¬ 
lot initiative to lower the speed limit around six 
schools in Maidstone. 

And it could pave the way for other towns to 
trial 20mph zones where there is support from 
residents and councillors, such as Tunbridge 
Wells. 

Kent Green Party has been leading a cam¬ 
paign for the lower speed limit in residential 
areas throughout the county, which has wide¬ 
spread support. 

However, KCC is reluctant to introduce blan¬ 
ket 20mph zones. 

“We think it is brilliant that KCC has finally 
started to accept we are right,” said Hazel Dawe, 
a Tonbridge residents and chair of the coun¬ 
ty’s Greens. “Unfortunately it is a very limited 
scheme and just outside schools. We want a 
blanket 20mph zone in all residential roads, par¬ 
ticularly in towns, across the county. 

“KCC have finally listened to the people, but 


we would like them to go much futher.” 

The highways authority has argued it would 
cost £4million to enforce 
20mph zones around Kent. 

But Dr Dawe said: “Speed 
limits are self-enforcing. If all 
residential roads are 20mph 
everyone will drive much 
slower. People are clamour¬ 
ing for this.” 

KCC was unable to say 
how long the Maidstone pilot, 
which will come into force 
next year, would last. 

In Tunbridge Wells, 2 Omph 
zones have the support of the 
borough council’s portfolio 
holder for transport, Cllr Bri¬ 
an Ransley. 

He said the new Tunbridge 
Wells Transport Forum 
would hold its first meeting in 
September, and will be an op¬ 
portunity for councillors and residents to bring 
forward suggestions such as lower speed limits. 

Cllr Ransley said these would then go to the 
joint transport board, which would be responsi¬ 
ble for bringing them to the attention of KCC. 


But Dr Dawe said there was more work to 
be done convincing councils of the benefits of 
2 Omph zones and ending the 
county’s “Top Gear attitude” 
towards cars. 

“There seems to be a pecu¬ 
liar attitude to the car in Kent, 
particularly in the west,” she 
added. Councils seem re¬ 
luctant to do anything that 
might marginally impact on 
people’s ability to diver fast 
and park anywhere they like. 

“There is a real Top Gear 
attitude towards cars but 
we need responsible, safe 
drivers. 

“I am amazed at the reluc¬ 
tance of councils to do things 
that are obvious and that res¬ 
idents would welcome. 

“Councils which are car- 
driven do not give enough at¬ 
tention and resources to public transport, so it is 
an imperative for people to use cars. But if coun¬ 
cils believe public transport is important they put 
in the resources, so it is easier to get everywhere 
by public transport.” 



‘Distressed’ woman

BUSINESSES and residents have been urged to 
be vigilant after reports of a woman pretending 
to be “distressed" conned money from people in 
Tunbridge Wells. 

On Tuesday, a woman went into a business 
in Sutherland Road appearing to be distraught 
and saying her boyfriend had been injured in a 
car accident in London and she urgently needed 
money to get there. 

She was refused any cash and the police were 
called. Last Wednesday she was given £20 after 
going into a pub with the same story. 

The woman is around 20, white, of slim build, 
with long dark hair, a tatoo on her wrist and well 
spoken. 

She may be with another girl, or have a child 
with her.

SIX men from London have been arrested in 
Sevenoaks.

Thief locked up after 
being caught on CCTV 

A 29-year-old from Tonbridge has been jailed 
for metal theft and a string of other offences. 

Nathan Mahoney, of Whetstead Road, Five 
Oak Green, pleaded guilty to theft, possession 
of cannabis, and failing to surrender to bail at 
Sevenoaks Magistrates' Court, on Monday. 

He asked for a further count of theft to be 
taken into consideration. 

Mahoney was sentenced to 90 days in prison 
with referral to Crown Court to activate his 12 
month suspended sentence. He received a con¬ 
current sentence of 90 days for theft of metal, 
90 days for possession of cannabis and seven 
days for failing to surrender to bail, when he 
failed to appear for his first hearing at court. 

Mahoney stole scrap metal from outside a 
business in Acorn Close in Five Oak Green twice 
and was caught on CCTV. 

Temporary Chief Inspector Simon Wilshaw 
said: "I hope this result sends a message that 
metal theft will not be tolerated. We have a 
dedicated operation to this particular issue. 

"Metal theft may seem a crime without vic¬ 
tims but it can have devastating consequences 
and can cause serious disruption. Stealing 
cabling can result in power cuts, which could be 
catastrophic for hospitals, or Leave rail passen¬ 
gers to face significant delays. 

“We are asking people to be vigilant. If they 
see anything suspicious or any suspected crimi¬ 
nal activity at scrap metal dealers and around 
derelict sites, building sites and business/in¬ 
dustrial parks we urge people to report it to the 
police immediately. Targeting those who steal, 
deal and trade in scrap metal will help us clamp 
down on this growing crime."

Expedition to explore 
remote Iceland glacier

A STUDENT from west Kent is 
set to embark on an expedition 
to study a distant ice plateau. 

Clare Howes, 21, who is from 
Brenchley and studies geogra¬ 
phy at Durham University, is 
part of a seven-strong team of 
second year students, who will 
set off on the month-long trip 
on Monday. 

The team will drive daily 
from their base camp to the 
glacier Klofajokull in Iceland, 
which, due to its unaccessible 
nature, has not been studied 
for some 15 years. 

Led by Dr David Evans, a gla¬ 
cial geomorphologist from the 
university, the research trip 
has been funded by a £10,000 
bursary from Land Rover, 
which includes the loan of a 
Defender 110 off-road vehicle, 
awarded by the Royal Geo¬ 
graphical Society. 

On their return to the UK, 
the Glacier in a Greenhouse 
team will develop materials

to present in schools with the 
hope of inspiring future glaci¬ 
ologists. They will also work 
with past busary winners to 
produce recommendations on 
the challenges to working in 
extreme environments. 

Miss Howes, who is the ex¬ 
pedition’s medical officer, said: 
“It is testament to the rugged 
terrain and sometimes severe 
weather that a destination 
such as Iceland still offers rela¬ 
tively unexplored areas. 

“We hope that our study will 
complement past and future 
research into glaciers and their 
importance as barometers for 
changing climates.” 


The rest of the team includes 
Will Lake (expedition leader), 
David Benhamou (deputy ex¬ 
pedition leader), James Thomas 
(treasurer), Nicola Ledsham 
(equipment officer), Sian Evans 
(transport officer) and Victoria 
Winterbottom (secretary). 

Dr Rita Gardner, director of 
the RGS, said: “This project, 
made possible through our 
25-year partnership with Land 
Rover, shows the power of ge¬ 
ography and the dynamic en¬ 
vironment it creates. The team 
will, as well as ‘going beyond’ 
their normal limits and bound¬ 
aries, be supporting one of the 
Society’s objectives which is to 
promote the wider understand¬ 
ing of our world.” 

Last year’s winners of the 
bursary travelled almost 
25,000km across Europe to 
the Iranian border to spend 
time understanding the issues 
faced by communities living on 
fault lines.

Biggin Hill’s hopes for 
extra flights during the 
Olympics are dashed

AIRPORT bosses have been left “extremely dis¬ 
appointed” after proposals for extra flights dur¬ 
ing the Olympics and Paralympics were rejected 
by councillors. 

The operator of Biggin Hill Airport said the de¬ 
cision was a missed opportunity to showcase the 
airport to visitors and maximise business oppor¬ 
tunities in the future. 

Bromley Council said it was “not convinced” 
the benefits outweighed the impact of additional 
flights on residents. 

The revised proposals put forward by the air¬ 
port, which were rejected on Monday, included 
allowing arrivals for an extra hour in the morn¬ 
ings and evenings, from 6.30am until 10pm, on 
weekdays. At the weekends, the airport wanted 
extra opening for an hour in the mornings, one 
hour on Saturday evenings and two on Sundays 
and the August bank holiday. 

Jenny Munro, managing director of the airport, 
said: “I am extremely disappointed because we 
listened carefully to the feedback from the last 
consultation and the revisions reflected accession 
to virtually all of it, including no precedents.” 


“I will welcome the day, when the council, 
ourselves, and our residents are fully aligned be¬ 
hind a sustainable business which represents a 
good news story in these days of economic and 
social challenges. I am convinced we will get 
there, because we all have a responsibility to the 
300,000-plus members of this borough and the 
local economy, not just the few airport objectors 
with whom I am very willing to engage.” 

The council received 1,741 responses to a 
consultation on the proposals with 60 per cent 
(1,046) against and 40 per cent (690) in support. 

Cllr Stephen Carr, leader of Bromley Council, 
said: “We listened carefully to the case put before 
us and we were simply not convinced. 

“We just do not believe that the benefits being 
spoken about were strong enough when com¬ 
pared to the adverse impact of additional flights. 

“We continue to see a viable airport which is 
commercially successful. 

Ms Munro added: “Our way ahead now is to 
make the best of the Olympics opportunities that 
remain in conjunction with our stakeholders 
and business partners. We will be on hand at the 
Family Open Day on September 10 to discuss 
any questions related to our Olympics operation 
and job opportunities.”

Cubit crackdown strikes again 


POLICE have seized 14 untaxed 
cars across Tonbridge and Mail¬ 
ing as part of Operation Cubit. 

The cars were taken to a 
secure site under the joint 
initiative between police and 
agencies including Tonbridge 
and Mailing Borough Council 
and the DVLA. 

It aims to respond to 
the problem of untaxed or

Hands-on experience will serve

AS A former nurse for people with learning 
disabilities, the new chief executive at Kent’s 
mental health trust knows how tough it can be 
for staff on the frontline. 

Bob Deans has taken over at the helm of Kent 
and Medway NHS and Social Care Partnership 
Trust at a time of unprecedented pressures on 
health service finances and is quick to admit 
that he is concerned about the “shrinking pot of 
money”. 

He certainly faces some significant challenges 
while in the year-long, interim post based at the 
trust’s offices in Kings Hill. 

These include ensuring the organisation meets 
the tough criteria to gain foundation trust sta¬ 
tus, and finding the £13 million of savings need¬ 
ed, this financial year, to balance the books. 

After just a few weeks in the position, he 
has already found that a major test of his 
leadership will be convincing patients and carers 


about the quality of the trust’s services. 

Many people believe that mental health serv¬ 
ices do not get the attention they deserve and 
patients and their families still have to cope with 
the stigma attached to mental illness. 

“We’ve got very good performance around 
our care programme approach,” Mr Deans said. 

“But that is not what we are hearing from pa¬ 
tients themselves. We have got to do something 
about how we can improve the experience of 
service users that reflects the good quality way 
staff appear to be providing them.” 

He admitted that the communication between 
the trust and patients could be better. 

“We need to build a dialogue that reflects their 
expectations and our capacity for meeting them. 

“It is quite a deep cultural thing to pull off. I 
think it is about perceptions. Whatever people 
tell us about their perception we have to take 
seriously. But we also have to have an open dia¬ 
logue with people about what is possible within 
the environment we exist.” 

Mr Deans also wants to improve the experi-

ence of those working for the trust, or ‘staff en¬ 
gagement’ in NHS management-speak. 

Here he believes he can draw on his own expe¬ 
rience as a nurse and some 3 5 years working his 
way up the health service ranks. 

“I don’t miss it, but I do remember it,” he said. 

“So when I’m out meeting people on the front¬ 
line I remember what is was like and what I 
thought of managers. So I think I have an empa¬ 
thy with people.” 

His reason for leaving nursing for the often 
vilified world of NHS management was to gain 
more influence. 

Asked if he was frustrated at the way he saw 
things were being run, he said: “When you are 
dealing directly with patients the most you can do 
in terms of influence is about 40 to 50 individuals 
and you are doing a great job for those people. 

“In my job there are some 1.6 million people 
across Kent and Medway. So I have more influ¬ 
ence over how care is provided. You have to 
draw on your experience and principles.” 

He expanded on those principles, saying: 


“They are around respect and dignity, being ef¬ 
fective in everything you do and being effective 
in how you go about it, and I think treating peo¬ 
ple as you would like to be treated yourself. 

“Would I be proud of the services I provide, if I 
needed them or my mother, my wife or my son, 
if not, then what am I doing?” 

Mr Deans’ approach would seem like an obvi¬ 
ous one for anyone working in the health 
and social care sector. But as some recent and 
appalling examples outside Kent have shown in 
the care of the elderly and people with learning 
disabilities, this does not always happen. 

During these times of austerity, the test will be 
whether patients in Kent agree with his senti¬ 
ment and would recommend the care they re¬ 
ceived to those close to them. 

He said: “I think people’s experiences are real¬ 
ly important and we need to find our way of 
matching their expectations with the resources 
we’ve got. Sometimes we cannot, but we need to 
be honest with people about what is possible.” 

Meanwhile, with the Government’s controver¬ 


sial NHS reforms “changing the commissioning 
landscape”, the trust will have to face increasing 
competition from other providers and meet major 
challenges around efficiency savings. 

He would not go into figures, but there will 
also be some staff cuts at the trust. 

“The public purse is effectively shrinking and 
we must live within our means,” he said. 

“We will continue to reduce reliance on hospi¬ 
tal-based care where it is not necessary. There 
will be consolidation of some of our hospital- 
based services into centres of excellence.” 

For a hint of things to come, people should 
look towards the trust’s new in-patient facility at 
St Martin’s Hospital in Canterbury. 

The £10m facility, which opened last month, 
has centralised care in east Kent and treat pa¬ 
tients from Dover, Deal, Thanet, Shepway, Ash¬ 
ford and Canterbury. 

But a recent protest by carers over the closure 
of a 19-bed, in-patient ward at the William Har¬ 
vey Hospital in Ashford show people are still 
fearful of losing care closer to their homes.

Finding long-term cure for NHS 


Health Secretary Andrew Lansley says the Government’s proposals to 
change the NHS will give the public better choice over their health care 


THE NHS is one of the things 
that make this country great. 

Last Monday, I opened the 
new Hyper Acute Stroke Unit at 
the Princess Royal Hospital in 
Orpington and saw first-hand 
their work to improve care for 
people who have had a stroke. 

Following a stroke it is vital 
that patients get fast access to 
specialist treatment. 

The new stroke unit at the 
Princess Royal Hospital will 
mean patients will now be able 
to receive the specialist care 
they need - clot-busting drug 
treatment and high-tech CT 
scanning equipment in Orp¬ 
ington rather then having to 
travel to central London. 

Today, 35,000 people die 
from a stroke every year and 
similar numbers of people are 
left with severe disability. 

I was one of the lucky ones. 

Nineteen years ago, when I 
was 35-years-old and appar¬ 
ently fit and healthy, I had a 
stroke while playing cricket. 


I was in the outfield, went 
down to pick up a ball, threw it 
back and then found it hard 
not to veer off to the left. 

Within half an hour, I 
couldn’t stand up. Within an 
hour, I was in an ambulance. 

The stroke only affected part 
of my cerebellum; I lost Tine 
balance’. A problem for skiing 
or for tightrope walking, but 
not for daily life. 

It is good to see real progress 
has been made on stroke care, 
but we know we have more 
to do. 

The Face, Arm, Speech 
Time, (FAST) Test is widely 
recognised in prompting an 
emergency 999 call. 

Thrombolysis (clot-busting 
drug treatment) for stroke is 
rolling out across the country 
and minor strokes get rapid 
follow up much more often. 

But the plain truth is that we 
have an ageing population - 
combine this with the rising 
cost of medicines and we have 


a NHS that is under more pres¬ 
sure than ever before. 

By 2030, the NHS will be 
doing an extra 50,000 hip and 
knee replacements and two 
million operations. Ignoring 
those huge challenges today, 
will mean a crisis tomorrow. 

But what will this mean 
for those working tirelessly to 
save lives and improve health 
every day? 

Doctors and their patients 
told us that under the current 
system, quality of care depends 
too much on where you live. 

We will take action to stop 
that. We’re giving doctors and 
nurses the freedom to tailor 
health services to suit their 
community’s needs. 

In the future, patients will 
have more power to influence 
services - by making simple 
choices about the care they 
want patients will drive im¬ 
provements. 

This means that services 
compete on quality with each

other so the patient chooses 
them. 

This kind of competition is a 
good thing and can improve 
services for patients. 

Those meeting the highest 
NHS standards will only be 
paid for the services they pro¬ 
vide, so for the first time people 
will truly be able to demand 
‘no decision about me, without 
me’. 

Finally, we will increase NHS 
funding with £12.5 billion 
more for the NHS by the end of 
the spending review. 

We’re not cutting, but spend¬ 
ing more - and every penny 
the NHS saves through greater 
efficiency will also be invested 
back into frontline care. 

We’re determined to deliver 
these changes. 

Changes that the NHS needs, 
and patients here in Kent and 
across the country deserve.

Lib Dems are 
uninformed 

THE publication of the TWRC 
shareholders agreement was 
originally requested by myself 
some months ago. 

While I am unhappy that 
the process of checking and 
approving its release has 
taken so long, it has to be 
appreciated that it is a very 
long document and it had to 
be checked thoroughly by 
lawyers representing both 
parties to ensure that items 
that were commercially 
confidential were redacted. 

For Cllr Chapelard to 
suggest this is “a convenient 
smokescreen” is nonsense. 

It has been my Conservative 
administration’s desire all 
along to get this document 
into the public domain as soon 
as possible. 

Any passages that are 
redacted for commercial 
reasons will have those 
reasons stated together with a 
brief summary of what the 
passage contained. 

Cllr Chapelard should be 
aware this document is owned 
by the Regeneration Com¬ 


pany, and both shareholders’ 
consent was needed for its 
release. He should also be 
aware that there are other 
documents which this and all 
other councils process which 
are kept out of the public 
domain for reasons of 
commercial confidentiality. 

This council keeps those 
documents, and ‘exempt’ 
committee sessions a mini¬ 
mum, but without this 
facility it would be impossible 
to have any contractual 
relationship at all with any 
private sector company. 

As far as the full version of 
the shareholders’ agreement is 
concerned, Cllr Chapelard can 
have the same access to it as 
any other member subject to 
the council’s protocol relating 
to confidential documents. 

Cllr Chapelard refers to a 
£50,000 indemnity agree¬ 
ment relating to the recent 
M&N report. If he had done his 
research, or indeed asked any 
relevant officer or cabinet 
member, he would have been 
reassured this was an entirely 
separate and one-off agree¬ 
ment relating to a report 
commissioned by TWRC but 
requested by the council. 

Under the shareholders’ 


agreement such consultation 
would normally have been 
undertaken at Stage Two (of 
the civic complex), but since it 
was requested at Stage One, 
an indemnity was entered into 
to be triggered in certain 
circumstances if the project 
does not subsequently enter 
the second stage. 

I believe that, notwithstand¬ 
ing his political opposition, it 
is irresponsible of Cllr Chape¬ 
lard to hint that there might be 
a sum of £2 million at risk if 
this issue was applied to other 
projects. The fact is that it does 
not apply, and simple research 
would have shown that to be 
true before the councillor 
decided to alarm the public. 

I have no problem with 
straightforward political 
opposition, but statements in 
the Press that are simply 
uninformed surely have no 
place here. If Cllr Chapelard 
represents the face of the 
Liberal Democrat opposition in 
Tunbridge Wells, then I am 
getting a clear picture of what 
they are against. 

However this town and 
borough has to move forward. 
Business, tourism and trade 
needs to be encouraged, 
houses need to be built. Health 


inequalities need to be 
addressed, as do many other 
issues. Perhaps Cllr Chapelard 
could tell us what he is 
actually ‘for’?

Help needed in bid 
to trace old account

( Please can you help? I am trying 
to find a building society 
account that I opened in Diss, 
k, about 20 years ago. I have lost 
the account book and the problem is 
that I have been in touch with the 
likely societies in the area, and they 
have not been able to help me. 

A There has been a huge shake¬ 
out in the building society 
industry over the past 20 years 
or so. Some of the biggest societies 
became banks or were taken over by 
banks. Many of the rest merged with 
one another as it became harder and 
harder for small societies to survive. 

The most likely society to have your 
account is, of course, the Norwich and 
Peterborough. Over the decades, it has 
swallowed up lots of the old local 
societies such as the Thetford, Norfolk 
& Suffolk. Or there is the Cheltenham 
& Gloucester - now owned by Lloyds 
Banking Group. You might not think of 
it as having a big presence in the 
eastern counties, but in 1989 it took 
over the old Bury St Edmunds Building 
Society and its branches. A side-effect 
of the shake-out is that many people 
have lost touch with their savings. 

So, the banks, the building societies 
and National Savings have got together 
to make it easy to search old records of 
dormant and lost accounts. The 
database even includes old Post Office 
Savings Bank accounts. If you have 
access to the internet, visit www. 
mylostaccount.org.uk. Fill in the 
online form with as much information 
as you can, and records will be 
scanned for a match. If you do not 
have the internet, call Lynne Bartlett 
on 020 7520 5900 and ask her to 
send you a lost account leaflet and 
claim form. Complete the form, 
giving as much information as you 
can, such as your address at the time 
the account was opened. Staff will 
then carry out a free search of old 
building society accounts and 
accounts held by banks that used to 
be building societies. 

Q Despite a good credit record, no 
mortgage and two pensions, I 
was turned down by a loan 
company with which I have previously 
done business, on the grounds that I 
am now 70. Is it legal to discriminate 
on grounds of age? 

A If a business offers loans, it 
cannot discrimate on the 
grounds of race, religion or 
sexuality - but it is allowed to 
consider your age in deciding whether 
or not you could afford repayments, 
and even whether you will live long 
enough to repay the loan. Using your 
home as security will be cheaper than 
offering no security at all. But if you 
want to avoid a mortgage, then the 
simplest options are a bank loan or a 
credit card. Use a comparison service 
such as the one at www.mymoney24. 
co.uk to find the lowest interest.

, I was interested to read the 
recent letter about money 
; stranded in a small pension 
policy as I have £400 in a Winterthur 
Life pension plan. I cannot get it out 
except as £100 in cash and then £1 as 
an annual pension. This happened 
because my employer changed its 
pension provider from Aviva to 
Winterthur Life shortly before I was 
made redundant. 

A With the switch by most 

employers from final salary 
schemes to pension plans such 
as yours, where we all have our own 
pots of money, more and more people 
will be stuck with modest sums of cash 
that are left stranded. We are all told by 
the Government to save for our old age, 
yet the Government itself makes rules 
that mean a pension plan holding 
hundreds of pounds can prove virtually 
worthless. Perhaps if we demand a 
change through our MPs, a way will be 
found for even a small pension pot to be 
worth something. 

, In a recent answer about car 
mileage allowances for employ¬ 
ees, you stated that for the first 
50 miles a year of business 
driving, the tax-free allowance was 
40p a mile. But an earlier report said 
this was increased in April to 45p. 

A My apologies. The letter we 
published was from a reader 
who had received her tax 
assessment for 2010-11. Her employer 
paid just 22p a mile when she used her 
car on business, and she wondered 
how to claim the remaining 18p of the 
tax-free allowance. I should have made 
clear that although the allowance was 
40p, it has been increased to 45p a mile 
for 2011-12. 

, I was rejected for a bank account 
because I have no driving licence 
Jor passport. I am 19 and never 
had either, but I still need an account. 

A Unless you can prove who you 
are, banks regard you as a 
potential drug money launderer 
or terrorist. They face penalties if they 
open an account for someone who 
turns out to be one of these. But banks 
also accept a variety of other docu¬ 
ments, such as an employer’s ID card, 
utility bill, national insurance card or a 
student identity document.

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Figures are a boost 
for first-time buyers

LATEST mortgage figures have shown 
the highest number of first-time buy¬ 
ers granted loans for nearly a year. 

The figures from the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders relate to June. More 
first-time mortgages were granted in 
that month than have been granted 
for a period of 10 months. 

But this week also saw renewed 
warnings about negative equity and 
people being unable to pay their 
mortgages. 

One-in-seven people is struggling 
with repayments, according to new 
research by Which? 

But of those, only a third have 
approached their lenders for help. 

Options available to lenders include 
moving customers from a repayment 
to interest-only mortgage, allowing 
them a payment holiday, or allowing 
them to move to a different deal. 

Which? executive director Richard 
Lloyd said: “With ongoing uncertain¬ 
ty about the economy, it’s not surpris¬ 
ing that many people are worried 
about their household finances. 

“For some it would only take a 
small increase in mortgage rates to 
send them over the edge. 

“If you’re struggling with mortgage 
repayments then your first port of call 
should be your lender. 

“It’s not in anyone’s interest for 
people to default on their mortgage, 
so it’s important that lenders do all 


they can to help their customers who 
are struggling with repayments.” 

The increase in loans to first-time 
buyers saw 18,100 mortgages ap¬ 
proved in June. This is 24pc higher by 
volume and 29pc higher by value 
than in May. 

The trend away from interest-only 
mortgages continues for all borrow¬ 
ers, with 87pc of house purchase 
loans in June taken out on a repay¬ 
ment basis, up from 86pc in May. 

This is likely to persist as future 
home movers and remortgagers con¬ 
tinue to take out future mortgages on 
a repayment basis. 

CML director-general Paul Smee 
said: “Whilst there are clearly finan¬ 
cial uncertainties ahead, it is encour¬ 
aging to see more house buyers 
surfacing at the start of summer.

“Recent increases in Bank of Eng¬ 
land approvals figures also show that 
more completions are expected in 
July, so the more encouraging num¬ 
bers may persist for a while.” 

Chris Gardner, a director of mort¬ 
gage broker Obligo.co.uk, said: “The 
June spike in first-time buyer mort¬ 
gage advances reflects the surge in 
products at higher loan-to-values 
(LTVs) and the more favourable crite¬ 
ria of lenders. 

“There are now plenty of competi¬ 
tive 90pc products in the market and 
we are also seeing more lenders move 
into higher LTVs, which is driving 
rates down further. 

“In recent months, more lenders 
have even returned to the 9 5 pc LTV 
range, although these products are 
still in relatively limited supply.”

Anger over air carrier’s payment charge 


A DECISION by a major air carrier 
to start charging travellers for 
paying by plastic has been branded 
‘‘unbelievable" by a leading consum¬ 
er group. 

Lufthansa Group-which includes 
the Swiss brand - made the 
announcement about the so-called 
"optional payment charge" just 
weeks after the Office of Fair Trading 


ruled that such behaviour was unfair. 

The OFT reached its conclusion 
following a super-complaint by 
consumer group Which? 

Following Lufthansa's announce¬ 
ment, Richard Lloyd, executive 
director of Which?, said: "It's 
unbelievable that airlines have 
introduced these card fees just 
weeks after the OFT agreed with us 


that they are unfair and misleading. 

“Just one simple change to the 
payment services directive would 
put an end to debit card surcharges 
for good. 

“The Treasury must act quickly 
to do this before other airlines and 
businesses jump on the bandwagon 
and start charging these excessive 
fees."

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Businesses face cyber 
attack risk caused by 
growing ‘mob culture’

A NEW breed of office ‘mob culture’ is driving a 
wedge between office-workers and management, 
leaving businesses across Kent vulnerable to 
security breaches, according to a new report. 

ITogether, a network and security specialist, 
says that two-thirds of those surveyed used their 
own personal mobile devices such as iPads for 
work, with 6 7 per cent connecting them to their 
employers’ IT systems. 

But almost half (48 per cent) refused to com¬ 
ply with security measures, leaving their work 
systems vulnerable to cyber attacks and security 
breaches. Despite this, 36 per cent of workers 
still expected to have full, unfettered access to all 
their personal online accounts and social¬ 
networking sites throughout their working day. 

“What we’re seeing is a widespread ‘mob’ 
culture that’s building up in the workplace as 
people’s personal and work lives merge through 
technology,” said Simon Richardson. 

“Workers expect their employer to foot the 
bandwidth costs for their personal devices, 
enabling them to do online banking, or access 


Facebook, for example, but flatly refuse to con¬ 
form to their work-security measures. 

“This behaviour is exasperating business- 
owners and senior management. We all love our 
devices, but, especially given the spate of recent 
high-profile security breaches, everyone, not just 
IT managers, needs to take this issue seriously.” 

But the survey said there were also reasons for 
businesses to be cheerful. The research revealed 
that equipping workers with the latest smart 
devices improved motivation, made employees 
feel valued and increased company revenue. 

Businesses in the county are increasingly reli¬ 
ant on platforms such as Twitter and Linkedln to 
improve business efficiencies and strengthen 
communication, so business-owners will wel¬ 
come the news that 76 per cent per cent of 
current workers admitted using their own de¬ 
vices to keep in touch with work outside office 
hours, meaning they were more likely to main¬ 
tain focus on their jobs from day to day. 

Furthermore, the research highlighted an op¬ 
portunity to strike a mutually-beneficial balance 
between the management and the employee 
over the ownership and usage of these devices. 

Surprisingly, half those surveyed would be

happy to split the cost of a combined work and 
personal device with their employer, with each 
shouldering a portion of the contract and costs 
according to how the device was used. 

Simon Richardson, co-founder and managing 
partner at ITogether, said: “Today, social net¬ 
works connect people to the world around them 
and employees expect to be able to access their 
personal online accounts in the workplace. 

“What is alarming is that, despite this, few 
companies have established formal processes for 
handling social-networking tools in the work¬ 
place. Even fewer have expanded this to mobile 
workers, or personal devices, compromising any 
previous investment that they may have made 
to secure their network or corporate image. 

“The good news is that as a result of ever- 
developing technologies there is a range of solu¬ 
tions available to help businesses safeguard 
themselves against security threats, from de¬ 
ploying cloud-based web firewalls to installing a 
‘dirty’ network.”

Insolvency threat 
at 12-month low 

BOSSES across the country say they 
are feeling more confident in recent 
weeks, with the number saying they are 
concerned about business debt and the 
threat of insolvency at its lowest Level 
for a year, at 41 per cent. 

These figures are from the insolvency 
trade body, R3, and its latest Business 
Distress Index. 

But the positive news is rather 
clouded in the South East because the 
retail sector and smaller firms are less 
likely to be sharing in the relative 
improvements in business fortunes. 

The South East has the highest 
number of VAT-registered enterprises in 
the country outside London, almost 
330,000, according to the Office Of 
National Statistics 

The R3 survey indicates that more 
than four-fifths are trading without debt 
or with low levels of debt that give 
them no cause for concern. 

However, 6 per cent already 
recognise that they have debt levels 
that are a serious worry, and 11 per 
cent see it as a matter of concern.

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More empty commercial property 
and the future is looking bleak 


THE level of unoccupied commercial property 
space continued to grow locally during the 
three months to June as an increasing regional 
variation became apparent across the UK, says 
the RICS UK Commercial Market Survey. 

Seven per cent more surveyors in the region 
reported rises rather than falls in available floor 
space as fewer companies looked for space due 
to the economic downturn. 

The South East market performed better than 
in many parts of the UK as strong differences 
in the levels of available space reflected the 
differing state of the market across the country. 

As a result of this growing availability, 
the number of incentive packages offered 
by landlords to secure a letting in the region 
continued to increase during Q2. 

Despite demand for commercial property in 
the South East remaining positive, surveyors 
appear pessimistic about rent expectations 
for the coming three months, reporting a net 


balance of -11. Furthermore, expectations for 
the region's office space were particularly bleak, 
with 14 per cent more respondents predicting 
falls rather than rises in rental values. 

In keeping with the rather downbeat picture 
across the regional market, new development 
starts continued to fall in the South East, 
registering a net balance of -7. 

By way of contrast, London was the only 
area of the country to report a positive reading, 
reinforcing the regional divide characterising the 
UK commercial property market. 

Simon Rubinsohn, RICS chief economist, 
said: "Broadly speaking, the rising amount 
of unoccupied floor space in the South East 
reflects the situation across many parts of the 
country, illustrating the markedly different 
economic conditions that separate the capital 
from the rest of the UK. 

"Moreover, this starkly contrasting picture is 
expected to last for some time."

Laurie Mansfield 


The greatest time of their lives 


The producer of Sixties musical Dreamboats 
And Petticoats reveals to Ed Hill how the hit 
show harks back to when people ‘expected 
less but probably enjoyed themselves more’

D REAMBOATS And Petticoats is a 
musical that takes audiences back 
to a more innocent age. 

Set in the early Sixties, it 
includes many hits from the pre- 
Beatles era when rock’n’roll was 
becoming a big part of teenagers’ lives. 

Producer Laurie Mansfield said: “In those 
days the idea of a big night out was a pint of 
bitter and a Babycham. It was a much more 
innocent time, when people expected less but 
probably enjoyed themselves more.” 

The musical’s origins are unusual. It came 
on the back of the success of a CD compilation 
launched by Universal Music. 

“To their surprise, it sold more than 600,000 
hard copies - not downloads,” said Mansfield. 

“It was amazing considering it was music that 
was available in all sorts of compilations. They 
realised they had a title that really had legs.” 

Universal approached Mansfield and fellow 
producer Bill Kenwright to see if they would be 
interested in creating a musical based on the CD. 

Fortunately, Mansfield knew the ideal writers 
to help create a script for the show. 

He said: “I approached Laurence Marks and 
Maurice Gran, who wrote Birds Of A Feather. 
They found it easy to write because they were 
members of a youth club around that time, so 
they drew on their own nostalgia for the period. 
We had great music and two established writers 
creating the book. With hindsight it was a 
marriage made in heaven.” 

The show is set in a youth club in Essex. 

It involves the youngsters taking part in a 
song-writing competition while at the same 
time falling in love. Thirty-three hit songs from 



artists such as Roy Orbison, The Shadows, Eddie 
Cochran and Billy Fury make up the score. 

“They decide to write a song,” said Mansfield. 
“Bobby the hero is infatuated with Sue, who is 
the youth club femme fatale, but then he meets 
Laura, with whom he is really in love. Into the 
mix is a guy who is a kind of Elvis character 
who is also vying for Laura’s attention. 

“It does have a proper story - it is not just a 
peg to hang the songs on. I think it would stand 
up just as a play.” 

The musical premiered at Bromley’s Churchill 
Theatre in February 2009. It proved to be a 
massive success with audiences and critics, 
leading to extended West End runs and three 
national tours. Since then, more than a million 
people are thought to have seen the show. 

Mansfield said: “The core audience who are 
from that time remember the music with great 
affection. For them it is a great way to relive 
that part of their lives. But it also attracts a lot 
of younger people. The thing about the music of 
the late 50s and early 60s is that it is just great 


fun. Music today takes itself too seriously. Music 
of that period just makes people come out with 
a smile on their face.” 

The show employs a large cast who call on 
their skills as musicians, singers and dancers. 

“We have a wonderful company,” said 
Mansfield. “We wanted a young cast. We 
weren’t really looking for stars because we 
felt the music was the main attraction. All the 
music is played live. I guarantee everyone who 
sees it will have a good time.” 

Mansfield was familiar with the popularity 
of early rock music. He also produced the long- 
running musical based on the life of Buddy 
Holly, but even he has been surprised by the 
success of Dreamboats And Petticoats. 

He said: “I have never done anything like this 
before. The only thing that sold a lot on disc before 
it became a musical was Jesus Christ Superstar. 

“I know of no other compilation that has 


spun off in this way. Many of the audience come 
along having already got the CD.” 

Mansfield defends musicals that are based on 
songs that have already been hits in the charts. 

He said: “I hate the term ‘jukebox musical’. 
The thing about theatre is there should 
be something for everybody. Shows like 
Dreamboat fulfil a need for a certain audience, 
but there will always be a larger demand for 
original musicals. 

“Anything that brings people into the theatre 
is good. People want to go out and be stimulated 
by live theatre. It is a great and unique night 
out when you see actors and musicians having 
areal good time.”

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TALKING POINT 


Primary schools 


F OR the sixth year running, almost 
a third of primary school children 
in Kent have failed to meet national 
standards in English and maths. 

While an increase has been seen 
in the number of children achieving 
the expected SATs level four benchmark year on 
year - with the exception of 2009 - the coun¬ 
ty’s results continue to be lower than average 
when compared to national figures. 

Education experts have been left baffled as to 
why, in a county where secondary pupils excel 
each year, primaries continuously fall behind. 

The latest Department for Education figures 
showed that nationally 74 per cent of key stage 
two pupils - aged 7-11 - reached the expected 
level in English and maths this year. 

In Kent Council Council schools, however, only 
72 per cent achieved the anticipated results. 

Despite this being an increase on the 70 per 
cent seen last year, the figure still remains lower 
than the UK average, which failed to budge 
between 2010 and 2011. 

Broken down into English, maths, reading 
and writing, the county is exposed yet again as 
falling behind. 

For English SATs, 79 per cent achieved level 
four or above, while nationally the figure was 81 
per cent; in maths it was 79 per cent for Kent and 
80 per cent nationally; reading 82 per cent in 
comparison to 84 per cent nationally; and writing 
73 per cent compared to England’s 75 per cent. 

In Medway 7 6 per cent achieved level four or 
above in english; 74 per cent in maths; 79 per 
cent for reading; and 70 per cent for writing. 
Only 6 7 per cent reached the expected levels in 
maths and Englsh. 

Although the number of primary pupils in 
Kent achieving the expected benchmark is 
increasing each year, the Government figures 
paint a bleak picture when compared to second¬ 
ary schools, which consistently perform above 
the national average in GCSEs. 

But KCC cabinet member for education, learn¬ 
ing and skills, Cllr Sarah Hohler, was positive 
about improvements. She said: “I am pleased 
with the improvement in key stage two 
this year which is undoubtedly 
due to the commitment of our 
headteachers and their staff. 

“During the last academic year 
we piloted a new way of working 
in partnership with our schools 
and we intend to build upon this 
in a new approach called Kent 
Challenge in 2011-12. 

“We will be working on a part¬ 
nership approach with a number 
of schools to support their school 
improvement priorities in the next 
year. This approach will not only 
support the improvement of key stage 

two results in the short term but will also make 
sure there will be sustainability of improvement 
in the long term. ” 

She added: “KCC will continue to support 
and challenge primary schools to be the best 
they can be. That support, combined with the 
improvements we are seeing from pre-school 
education, should see children continue to im¬ 
prove at key stage two in the years to come.” 

SATs exams, which are taken by primary 
pupils before they move to secondary school, 
have sparked controversy in the past, with some 
education experts calling for them to be axed. 

A recent report led by celebrity mathemati¬ 
cian Carol Vorderman, commissioned by the 
Tories, recommended that maths SATs be 
scrapped. She claimed they narrowed teaching 
to focus on the tests due to pressure of league 
tables and could have an adverse affect by 
decreasing mathematical standards. 

A primary school teacher told the authors of 
the report, which was led by Ms Vorderman, 
that schools were limited in what they could 
teach in maths due to SATs. 

“We have to practise the strategy because that 
is what the local authority and Ofsted will want to 
see. In primary schools we have to work towards

key stage two tests which mean we are unable to 
move away from a very rigid and at times boring 
curriculum. A school is not judged on whether 
children are inspired; it is judged on league tables. 

“I am passionate about making children 
enjoy their education but am told by Ofsted and 
the government how and what to teach.” 

Director of policy and campaigns at NAHT, 
the Association for All School Leaders, Kathryn 
James, said teaching to get results for school 
league tables was wrong. 

“It gives a false impression to parents of a 
school’s achievements, it constrains imagi¬ 
native and inspirational teaching and most 
damning of all, it fails our pupils and our future 
workforce,” she said. 

Other education chiefs and those working in 
the industry questioned the need for SATs. 

Education expert Susan Young, who spe¬ 
cialises in early years teaching, said: “I’d like 
to know how realistic the expected level is, 
especially given that once upon a time it was 
the average level - which is an entirely different 
thing. 

“Is 100 per cent of the cohort the only result 
any Government will accept - which may be 
impossible - or is there a more realistic target? 


“However, whether average or expected, 
if 11-year-olds need level four achievements 
in order to function in the secondary school 
environment, then every stop needs to be pulled 
out to help them. And this is where a bit more 
transparency would be useful. How many of 
the children who don’t achieve level four have 
English as an additional language? How long 
have they been in their current school? How 
long have they been in the UK? 

“How large are the classes in the schools with 
higher and smaller numbers of high achievers? 
None of this information would be to excuse 
schools from doing their jobs, which is to create 
the best possible outcomes for all pupils, but it 
would give us all a bit more context to work in. 

“We could learn more about schools which 
are doing brilliantly against the odds, and per¬ 
haps use their experience and methods to help 
that group of kids who fall short of level four 
across the board.” 

Last years SATs exams were thrown in 
the spotlight when the National Union of 
Teachers and the National Association of 
Headteachers led a protest against the contro¬ 
versial exams, with 24 Kent schools boycott¬ 
ing the controversial exams.

Photo book explores 
our Cold War bunkers

WORLD-RENOWNED cam¬ 
eraman Nick Catford is widely 
considered to be the most 
accomplished subterranean 
photographer working today, 
specialising in sites of Cold 
War, military and industrial 
archaeological interest. 

His latest work, Cold War 
Bunkers, is the third volume 
in a series of photographic 
records of Britain’s under¬ 
ground heritage. 

The volume contains ap¬ 
proximately 450 photographs 
and in many instances Mr Cat- 
ford, from Swanley, has been 
granted unprecedented access 
to highly sensitive sites in order 
to compile the collection of im¬ 
ages reproduced in this book. 

It is a photographic overview 
of all the underground, semi¬ 
underground and surface-built 
Cold War nuclear bunkers built 
in the British Isles to protect cen¬ 
tral, regional and local govern¬ 
ment, military organisations, 
the Royal Observer Corps, and 
public utilities against Soviet Un¬ 
ion attack between 1946-89. 

The threat of a nuclear 
strike from the Eastern Bloc 
has mercifully long since faded 
and almost all the structures 
abandoned. Some have been 
demolished, others vandalised 
or turned into store rooms. 

A private shelter in the gar¬ 
den of a home in Pluckley is fea¬ 
tured in the book, along with a 
Royal Observer Corps bunker 
in the grounds of Ashmore 
House, Maidstone. Another se¬ 
ries of pictures show a control

centre for water supplies built 
within a disused covered reser¬ 
voir close to Gillingham. 

But possibly the most impor¬ 
tant site uncovered is a network 
of tunnels under Dover Castle, 
immediately below those cur¬ 
rently open to the public. 

The sealed-off area, accessed 
via a lift and stairwell is code- 
named Dumpy. 

The tunnels were construct¬ 
ed in 1941 and supplemented 
those already in existence from 
the Napoleonic War. They 
were meant to be used as a 
joint services headquarters for 
Army, Navy and RAF units 
guarding the Channel. 

But in 1962 they were con¬ 
verted to a Regional Seat of 
Government in the event of a 
nuclear strike on the UK - in 
effect southern England would 
have been governed from with¬ 
in the tunnels. 

In Kent, this was originally 
located at Hawkenbury, near 
Tunbridge Wells. But the Gov¬ 
ernment decided these ‘rooms’ 


would not be suitable for a 
drawn-out recovery period, 
and so the network was reor¬ 
ganised. The abandoned tun¬ 
nels beneath Dover Castle were 
considered ideal. 

The Regional Seat of Govern¬ 
ment was to be controlled by a 
cabinet minister, with a staff of 
service personnel and civilian 
administrators helping to re¬ 
store civilisation. 

Dumpy level housed the of¬ 
fices, whilst another level - An¬ 
nexe - was converted into bar¬ 
racks and mess halls. 

British intelligence reports in 
November, 1967, claimed that 
the USSR was believed to be 
targeting Dover with two, three 
megaton nuclear weapons and 
two, one megaton bombs. 

This is the equivalent of more 
than 600 of the bombs dropped 
on the Japanese city of Hiroshi¬ 
ma in World War Two. 

Doomsday rehearsals and 
civil defence training were 
regularly carried out during 
the 1960s, but the 1970s saw 
a shift in building policy, plac¬ 
ing most of the key facilities in 
purpose-built structures. 

As a result little work was 
done on the tunnels. Any plans 
for rebuilding were halted 
when it was realised that the 
porous chalk offered little pro¬ 
tection against contaminated, 
radioactive rainwater flowing 
down from the ground above. 

In 1984 they were declassi¬ 
fied and given to English Herit¬ 
age. Two levels - Casemate and 
Annexe are open to the public, 
but Dumpy remains sealed.

Marinades help us spice 
up family dinner times 

D 


EV Biswal’s Ambrette restaurant 
in Margate has been acclaimed for 
its approach to Indian food. Now 
the chef is giving home cooks 
the chance to sample some of its 
magic. 

He said: “I wanted to bring Eastern culinary 
techniques into everyday English cuisine and 
encourage people cooking at home to add more 
flavour to their meat and fish.” 

The chef, who grew up in Calcutta, has 
launched a range of Premier Marinades which 
he uses in the restaurant. 

He said: “Marinading is typically Eastern. 

In regional Indian cuisine it is common 
to marinade fish, poultry and meat before 
cooking.” 

The jars are a far cry from the normal curry 
sauces bought off the supermarket shelf. 

The chef said: “They embody the spirit of 
the Ambrette restaurant. We don’t really serve 
your normal curry here. It is all about using 
subtle flavours.” 

The Ambrette’s reputation has grown. It was 
recently voted the 12th best restaurant in the 
country by the Top Table website, listed just 
behind The Savoy. 

Dev wanted to move on from the traditions of 
the British curry house. 

He said: “A lot of Indian cuisine in the UK is 
locked in a time bubble. Indian cooking is more 
than just chicken tikka masala. The type of food 
we serve is what someone would expect at a 
high-end restaurant in India. It is about new 
flavours and textures and adventurous food - a 
fine dining experience.” 

Dev has also built his reputation by using 
local produce, which he considers as some of 
the best available. He is doing a tour of farm 
shops and delicatessens in the county, showing 
how the marinades can be used. 

He said: “I was at Quex Park in Birchington. I 
had pans with chicken, lamb and fish so people 
could sample the food. It was a huge success 
- we sold everything we had that day. 

“The demonstrations work really well

introducing people to the product.” 

The marinades are currently stocked in 20 
outlets around the county. A 250ml jar retails 
at about £3.95. 

Dev said: “They are very versatile and can 
be used with roasts, pan-fries and barbecues. I 
have come up with various recipe ideas, too. For 


example, with the chicken marinade, you can 
add coconut milk to make a beautiful creamy 
sauce. That turns it into something exotic.” 

A pork marinade will soon be available and 
the chef, who hopes to open more restaurants 
in the county, is looking into recipes for turkey.

On the right track for a tasty curry - just remember to book 


LOCATION is a key factor to success, 
so anything off the beaten track has to 
work hard to get customers. 

Which means Krishna Restaurant in 
Whitstable is definitely doing something 
right. Sited on Old Bridge Road opposite 
the station, the outside doesn't look too 
promising and the only view is of trains 
pulling in and out of the platform. 

We reserved a table, having been 
disappointed before - if you turn up on 
a Friday night after having a few pints, 
you are likely to be turned away. The 
place will be packed. 

Our meal began with an introductory 
small glass of spicy soup designed to 
ready the taste buds for what was to 
follow. 

Heading straight for the main course, 

I ordered the kesri chicken korma 
(£7.75). The chicken came in a gravy 
of cashew nuts and saffron. Gravy is

the optimum word here. Unlike many 
restaurants, the food does not come 
swilling in a mass of heavy ghee but in 
rich, tasty, thin sauces. 

For my partner the choice was even 
better. As a vegetarian she was grateful 
to have a range of dishes that looked 
like they had been made with veggies 
in mind. Her subz paneer ki makhani 


(£6.45) contained tropical vegetables, 
homemade cottage cheese, tomato 
and fenugreek, a nice change from the 
usual vegetable korma, which contains 
so much potato that you can't help but 
feel you're being ripped off. 

Along with the main courses, we had 
rice with cumin seeds and saffron and 
two delicately-thin naan breads and a 
side dish called avial (£4.25). 

This again contained those tropical 
vegetables. (To be honest, I don't know 
what they were, but they tasted good.) 
They came simmered in coconut milk 
with mustard seeds and curry leaves. 

I would advise anyone dining here 
not to go overboard with the rice. 

The sauces are so delicious that by 
the time you have mopped them up 
with your bread you will resemble a 
plump aubergine, a vegetable that also 
features heavily on the menu. In fact, 


we had tucked into our sauces so keenly 
that a dessert was out of the question. 
Instead we opted for two mango lassis 
(a kind of yoghurt smoothie), an ideal 
way to end the meal on a warm night. 

All this came to less than £40, 
including a couple of pints of Cobra and 
a large mineral water. 

So for anyone who wants a curry 
with a bit of a difference, I would 
recommend popping down to the 
Krishna. And if you get bored by the 
conversation, you can always watch the 
tired and weary commuters getting off 
the train and revel in the fact you are 
not one of them.

Admire the beauty of 
some of the county’s 
most spectacular 
views on this circular 
walk around the 
historic village of Wye 


E NJOY unrivalled sights such as the 
chalk Wye Crown carved into the 
hillside and the impressive Devil’s 
Kneading Trough nestled in the 
idyllic setting of the Wye Downs 
National Nature Reserve. 

This 4.3-mile (6.9km) circular walk can start 
on the Broad Downs, an ideal place to fly kites, 
and encompasses the Wye Downs with sections 
following the North Downs Way. 

The historic North Downs Way follows much 
of what is called the Pilgrim’s Way, historically 
used to make pilgrimages to Winchester and 
Canterbury. Originally created by the Romans 
using the gap through the North Downs, the 
remains of a Roman camp and villa have been 
found at Wye. 

Interesting features adorn this walk, includ¬ 
ing a set of steps laid into the hillside towards 
Pickerdane Farm. Farming is the dominant driv¬ 
er of the local economy - the panoramic scenes 
of the surrounding agricultural land provide a 
typical depiction of rural Kent. 

Wye is also renowned for being home to one 
of the world’s most important agricultural col¬ 
leges, Imperial College Wye. Wye farmers’ 
market is one not to be missed; it runs on the 
village green from 9 am on the first and third 
Saturday of every month. 

Wye is a historic village and as you continue 
your journey past Silks Farm you pass the leg¬ 
endary St Eustace’s Well, situated in a private 
garden. The well was thought to be full of holy 
waters with miraculous healing powers. 

As you stroll through the village you will 
notice that many of the village buildings feature 
original medieval architecture. For a welcome 
break, why not take rest in one of the many local 
restaurants or public houses in Wye? 

At the heart of the village lies the 13th-century 
St Gregory’s and St Martin’s Church. In 1447, 
Archbishop Kemp improved the fabric of the 
church and installed new windows and enlarged 
it to accommodate the Master and Fellows of 
Wye College. 

In 15 72, the steeple was destroyed by lightning 
and in 1686 the tower collapsed and demolished 
the whole of the east wing. 

The tower was rebuilt but this time on the 
ground and a smaller chancel was constructed 
in the style of Queen Anne. In 1943, a bomb 
destroyed the west window, which was replaced 
in 1951. 

Wye Downs form part of the Kent Downs Area 
of Outstanding Natural Beauty, so take some 
time to admire their charm. Excellent views can 
be enjoyed over Romney Marsh, The Weald and 
even the coast on a clear day. 

The chalk grassland is important for the range 
of orchids it supports, many species having been 
recorded at the site. 

The reserve encompasses areas of scrub, 
woodland and hedgerows - these habitats sup¬ 
port some 50 breeding bird species, including 
nightingale, hawfinch, lesser spotted woodpeck¬ 
er and kestrel. Reptiles can also be found here, 
including species such as adder, grass snake, 
slow-worm and common lizard.

New regulations welcomed as 
a boost to the lettings industry 


T WO advances in consumer 
protection in the lettings 
industry came into effect on 
the first day of this month. 

As The Property 
Ombudsman scheme (TPO) 
launches its strengthened Code of Practice 
for member lettings agents, the revised 
code will also complete Stage One of the 
Office of Fair Trading (OFT) Consumer 
Codes Approval Scheme. 

The scheme has two stages and over 
the coming months TPO is required to 
demonstrate to the Office of Fair Trading 
that members comply with the code to 
gain Stage Two and final approval. 

It is intended that tenants, letting 
agencies and landlords will benefit from 
the move as the new regulatory bodies are 
independent of the industry itself. 

Negotiations with OFT have been 
conducted largely by Bill McClintock, 
chairman of the TPO operating company. 

“The OFT scheme is recognised by 
consumers as being totally independent 
of the industry, a unique feature that 
no other body for lettings membership 
can offer,” said Mr McClintock. “This is 
an important step forward for lettings

agents but especially for the landlords and 
tenants who use them. 

“Under our revised code which came 
into effect on August 1, all lettings agents 
need to have separate client money 
accounts and all our members are obliged 
to have professional indemnity insurance. 
“Now we have completed Stage One, 


lettings agents will undergo the same 
random monitoring we already apply to 
residential sales agents, which not only 
ensures higher standards for consumers 
but also points out to member agents 
precisely what they need to do to improve 
the service they offer. Consumers will be 
able to give feedback directly to TPO about 
their level of satisfaction. 

“Agents cannot influence the outcome 
of these surveys because if there are any 
results pointing to exemplary or very poor 
service we then mystery-shop the agents 
to make our own assessment. 

“Enforcement of our Code of Practice for 
sales agents has resulted in a reduction of 
the seriousness of complaints brought to 
the Ombudsman.” 

TPO now has 8,130 member residential 
lettings offices, all of them joining the 
scheme since redress for lettings agents 
was launched in 2006. 

“Landlords and tenants who want 
to ensure their lettings agent offers the 
highest standards with a system in place 
for independent settling of disputes should 
look for the green TPO logo displayed by 
member lettings agents as the mark of 
distinction, ” said Mr McClintock.

Serious stuff from Audi

LEGEND has it that comic genius Spike 
Milligan’s 0 series (1969-82) of quirky comedy 
shows took their title from the then-quality 
ratings scale at the BBC. 

The higher the number after the 0, the poorer 
the broadcast quality, though the genius of 
the anarchic shows 05 through to 09 not only 
gained a cult audience but also influenced 
many new-wave comics of the era, notably the 
Monty Python team. 

None of the above, of course, applies to 
Audi’s 0 series of vehicles. Words like anarchic, 
comedy and quirky, and, above all, any 
suggestion about poor quality won’t generate 
laughs at the offices of the German premium 
brand. 

The letter 0, in this case, stands for quattro 
four-wheel drive system - a famous sub-brand 
for Audi - used here to underpin a successful 
series of SUVs (sports utility vehicles) starting 
with the monster 07 launched in 2006 and 
soon to be joined by the 03 - roughly the size of 
Toyota’s RAV4. 

But our test car here is the middling 05 
model (from £28,000), though it’s by no means 
middling in its appeal. 

Launched in 2009, it is the most attractive of 
the series visually and, subject to us getting 
behind the wheel of the 03, the nicest to drive. 

Like many an SUV, the high stance does not 
mean it can go merrily off-road, since relatively 
poor ground-clearance will soon bring it to a 
grinding halt on any terrain with serious bumps 
in it. 

However, it does have an off-road switch to 
help when things get tougher and there is even 
a hill-descent control, but the main function of 
the permanent four-wheel-drive quattro system 
here is to deliver excellent manners on tortuous 
roads rather than terrain.

It is taut when pressed hard into bends and, 
unlike some rivals, the tight grip on body roll is 
as firm as the car’s tenacity on tarmac itself, no 
doubt helped by judicious use of weight-saving 
aluminium under the skin of the car. 

What is surprising, though, is that such 
correctness does not come at the expense of a 
jarring ride for the car’s occupants. 

Nor is the 05 a slouch. It is a true sports 
utility vehicle, with none of the six powertrain 
options appearing to lack much on paper. 

Our car had the middle range 170PS 
(168bhp) 2.0 TDI diesel, which vies with a 
18OPS (178bhp) turbocharged petrol unit. 

If you want real zip, then the petrol is the one 
- 0-62mph in 8.5 seconds is impressive for this 
class - but the middle 30s for mpg is your best 
hope for economy, while the road tax band is J. 

Our diesel offers a respectable 0-62mph in 
9.9 seconds, at least another lOmpg on 


average, band I for tax, and costs about the 
same to buy. 

The test model also has the £1,480 S-tronic 
gearbox - the VW Audi group’s twin-clutch 
automatic gearbox - which delivers 
gearchanging options to suit all conditions: if 
stuck in traffic, auto mode will handle the 
frustrations; when cruising, it will also shift 
seamlessly through the seven gears; but when 
on the open-road, manual mode allows easy 
shifting by the driver to make the most of the 
05’s handling abilities. 

The car is not just a driver-pleaser, either: the 
05’s cabin is of superior quality, has a well- 
arranged dashboard, high comfort levels and a 
sizeable boot. 

The only jokes that Spike Milligan might have 
made at its expense is that adding a few options 
starts to embroider already lofty prices, but it is 
a class act.

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Touring car legend Tim Harvey has teamed 
up with Archant KOS Media this season to 
bring you a weekly column as the class of 
2011 do battle up and down the country. 
Harvey, who was brought up in Sevenoaks 
and schooled in Tonbridge, more recently 
raced in the Porsche Carrera Cup for 
Wrotham team Motorbase Performance. 

He shares his thoughts, as an ITV commen¬ 
tator, on the British Touring Car Champion¬ 
ship, and discusses the series’ big issues. 

‘Jackson has all 
qualities to win’ 

AN eventful weekend at the new 
Snetterton 300 circuit marked 
the return of the British Touring 
Car Championship last weekend and the 
real headline was Mat Jackson taking the 
championship lead for Motorbase. 

Both he and the team are becoming the 
hunted, rather than the hunters, and that 
always changes the complexion of racing 
and your attitude towards it. Having said 
that, you always want to have the most 
points in the bag. There's more awareness 
of the team now, more coverage, more 
expectation and more pressure to deliver. 

Mat's success has come as a result of 
consistency, gaining points in as many 
races as possible and grabbing four wins, 
all from reverse-grid races. He doesn't 
necessarily have the fastest car in the 
field, but he has got the most number of 
points and he's also been benefitting from 
the misfortune of others; Matt Neal in the 
first two races at Snetterton and Jason 
Plato in the first-half of the season. 

Mat Jackson's in my top-three touring 
car drivers. There are times when I think 
he's the best guy out there and I've gone 
on record as saying that if all the drivers 
were in equal cars, he’d be fastest. I rate 
him highly, he has an absolutely perfect 
touring car brain, he soaks up the pres¬ 
sure and he's very calm. He's good from 
an engineering point of view, he doesn’t 
get ruffled in races, he knows when to be 
conservative and when to be aggressive. 
He can lead from the front and he's got all 
the qualities you need. 

I wasn't at all surprised to see the Chev- 
rolets of Jason Plato and Alex McDowell 
come back strongly at Snetterton. As I 
predicted, the circuit suited them well and 
the further penalties applied to the turbo 
cars obviously brought them back into the 
mix. However, on the issue of parity, you 
have to say the racing was very good at 
the weekend. 

Neal, who led the championship going 
into the weekend, will be very disap¬ 
pointed at not scoring a point in either of 
the first two races. 

He'll be rueing the points he lost at 
Oulton Park and he'll really be starting to 
wonder whether that incident will come 
back to bite him in the backside. 

It's fantastic for the championship race 
to be so close; it makes you eager to get to 
the next race to see what develops. It can 
change race by race, meeting by meeting, 
the championship always throws 
up excitement, which is great for 
the fans.

“Don’t let it be forgotten 
we’re a privateer team taking 
on the bigger budget factory 
teams.

TONBRIDGE Juddians have made two signifi¬ 
cant signings ahead of this weekend’s warm¬ 
up game at Blackheath as they look to add the 
depth needed to make them competitive in the 
National League.

Grand Prix test at Crystal Palace a 
real test for teen Tonbridge runners 


THE next generation of middle- 
distance runners at Tonbridge 
Athletic Club were given a thor¬ 
ough examination at last week’s 
London Grand Prix meeting. 

Robbie Farnham-Rose, Luca 
Russo and Henry Pearce all 
featured in the men’s under-20, 
3000m race at Crystal Palace, 
with the trio experiencing mixed 
fortunes. 

A personal best of 8:23.07 was 
enough for Farnham-Rose to 
come home eighth, while Russo 
ran a reasonably strong race to 
finish 16th. Pearce, who crossed 
the line 24th, was less than im¬ 
pressed with his performance, but 
Tonbridge coach Mark Hookway 
said all three would benefit from 
the experience of running on the 
big stage. 

“Robbie ran his first 3km of the 
year, so you can look at it either 
way,” he said. “First of all, he ran 
a personal best by three seconds 
which was quite a relief after a 
poor run the week before at the 
UK Championships. 


“He targeted the 1500m this 
year so there’s that aspect as 
well. When they made a break, 
he should possibly have gone 
with them, but he didn’t have the 
confidence. Luca also ran pretty 
well, 16th out of 24, but Henry ran 
what he called a ‘horrible, embar¬ 
rassing race’ which sometimes 
happens. It’s good experience for 
them and they’ve all got at least 
one more year [in that event]. 

“Robbie definitely gained from 
[running there last year], not just 
in terms of the others in his race 
but the international athletes 
swanning around, warming up.

Keeper injury stuns Wells 
ahead of season opener

TUNBRIDGE Wells kick off the new season on 
Saturday with big question marks hanging over 
the vacant goalkeeper’s jersey for their opening 
game against newly-promoted Cray Valley. 

Michal Czanner, the first-choice Wells stopper, 
will miss the start of the new Kent League cam¬ 
paign after aggravating a long-term groin injury. 

Early reports suggested he would be sidelined 
for two months and although manager Martin 
Larkin insisted that prognosis had been prema¬ 
ture, Czanner’s decision to see a specialist this 
week left the Wells boss in a race against time to 
bring in emergency cover. 

The only obvious alternative is youth-team 
goalkeeper Callum Hampson, who has minimal 
experience at senior level. Larkin may have to 
turn to his teenage stopper if he is unable to pull 
a rabbit from the hat and bring in a fresh face 
just days before the start of the new campaign. 

“That’s the decision we’re looking at, at the 
moment,” he said. “Callum’s very talented but 
the Kent League is an uncompromising place 
and we don’t want to damage his long-term de¬ 
velopment by coming in too early. 

“He’s done very well in the games he’s played 
in, though, he played in two full games in pre¬ 
season and we won them both. 

“It’s nigh-on impossible [to get a new goal¬ 
keeper at this stage]. Anyone who’s any good is 
signed up and when we realised what had hap¬ 
pened, it was too late to put any seven-day ap¬ 
proaches in. 

“Reports on [Czanner’s injury] have been a lit¬ 
tle bit premature but we need to work out what 
we’re going to do about it if the worst comes to 
the worst. He’s got an ongoing groin issue which 
he deals with on a day-to-day basis but unfortu¬ 
nately, at this point, it’s tipped over the balance 
and he feels he needs to see a specialist so we’re 
not going to know until then.” 


The goalkeeping crisis has overshadowed an 
otherwise positive pre-season campaign for the 
Wells. Victory over Ryman League side Whyte- 
leafe last weekend was their fifth in sixth sum¬ 
mer outings, with Tom Davey, Andy McMath 
and Carl Cornell on target in the 3-2 win. 

Saturday’s opponents Cray Valley, promoted 
from the Kent County League at the end of last 
season, will be keen to make a winning start at 
Culverden on Saturday, but Larkin is determined 
his side will spoil their debut. 


“It’s their first game in the Kent League so we’ll 
need to go in and show them how good we are,” 
he said. “They’ve got some very good ex-Kent 
League players in their ranks so we’ve got to be 
aware of that and nullify what they’ve got.” 

Other than Czanner, Larkin has no injury 
concerns for the game, meaning new signings 
Andy Irvine, Nick Nowotny, Steve Grading and 
Joe Risby are all in line to make their competitive 
debuts for the club. Gary Clarke, who re-joined 
the club in July, should start in midfield.
